Prosecution  Document  I.o,  5-' 52  is  a  Netherlands  Forces  Intelligenc 
Service  report,  l  tender  it  fca  identification  and  marked 
excerpts  in  evidence. 


This  report  states  that  nine  Ambonese  members  of  N.E.I.  j  orces 
were  executed  by  the  Japanese  at  Bougainville  in  1944  for 
stealing  food. 


Prosecution  Doc^v  .it  No.  5262  is  affidavit  of  Cher  Chee  a 
Chinese  civilian  caponed  in  bong  Kon.r  .  I  tender  the  document 
for  identification  and  marked  excerpts  in  evidence. 


I  will  read  the  marked  excerpts  of  this  affidavit. 


Prosecution  Document  No.  5263  is  record  of  interrogation  of 
KAhTJLILO  IUhUhAN  a  Formosan.  I  tender  this  document  for 
identification  and  rerked  excerpts  in  evidence. 


The  deponent  said  that  in  December,  1942,  or  January,  1943,  600 
white  prisoners  of  war  landed  on  Eellah  Island,  he  was  told 
that  one  was  beheaded  by  a  Japanese  GZAhl  on  the  night  they 
landed.  On  night  of  30  June,  1943,  Eallah  Island  was  shelled. 
The  Japs  were  afraid  o.f  an  allied  landing  end  killed  by  bayonets 
or  swords  the  surviving  prisoners. 


irosnautlnn  document  II  o.  5-25  is  an  affidavit  by  Lt.  Commander 
Os-j^i,  Toshi  iko  ol  18th  Naval  Construction  Eattalion.  I  tender 
it  in  evidence. 
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TliO  deponent  says  that  towards  the  end  of  1942,  52?  *  „ 

were  brought  to  Fallah  Island.  They  were  to  be  usea  as  labour 
for  the  construction  of  an  aerodrome.  He  says,  "On  watching  the 
PC  s  as  they  were  disembarking  from  the  transport  although  there 
.  o."°  c  »’*ere  extremely  "pep  v"  the  majority  of  them  were  so 
t:iet  they  c ovld  not  walk  by  themselves  and  were  only  bar ely 
able  to  do  so  with  the  help  of  their  comrades."  On  the  night  the 
the  prisoners  landed  one  was  alleged  to  have  attempted  to  escape. 

Ur  on  recapture  he  was  executed  on  instructions  of  deponent. 
Prisoners  died  rapidly  owing  to  disease.  At  one  stage  three  deaths 
v'ere  occurring  daily.  A  large  number  of  prisoneis  were  killed  by 
allied  bombing  . 

A  defence  plan  of  the  island  was  prepared.  Under  this  prisoners 
of  war  were  to  be  killed  if  an  allied  landing  wss  rrede  on  the 
island.  In  April,  1$'43,  news  was  received  of  the  approach  of 
allied  ships.  The  surviving  prisoners,  about  90,  were  then 
I'fcyonetted  to  death  by  the  Japanese  in  accordance  with  plan.

r rosecution  .Cocument  o.  5198  contains  the  proceedings  of  an  inpues 
held  at  Tarawa  in  October,  1944.  I  tender  the  proceedings  for 
identification  and  the  marked  excerpts  in  evidence. 


The  coroner  found  that  twenty-two  prisorers  were  killed  by  the 
Japanese  at  Frlio,  Tarawa  on  or  about  15th  October,  1942.  At 
about  that  tine  American  planes  had  bombed  Japanese  ship  ing  at 
the  island.  After  this  had  ha  pened  the  Japanese  beheaded  the 
prisoners  eighteen  of  whom  were  coast  watchers  in  the  service 
of  the  hew  Zealand  Government. 


hTosecutlon  Document  ho.,  5248  is  affidavit  of  I  r .  Taua,  a 
civilian.  I  tender  it  for  identification  and  marked  excerpts 
in  evidence 


The  deponent  says  that  on  the  night  of  the  first  Allied  bombing 
cf  Nauru  five  white  prisoners,  including  Colonel  Chalmers  were 
beheaded  by  the  Japanese. 
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.  .osecutlon  " ocument  No.  5212  is  a  statement  by  LEI  CnOLC  Oi  C  , 
s  Chinese.  I  tender  it  for  identification  and  the  marked  excerpts 
In  evidence. 


The  deponent  was  house  boy  to  Colonel  Chalmers.  An  American 
bombing  raid  took  piece  on  25th  Larch.  1943,  Deponent  never  saw 
Colonel  Chalmers  or  other  European  prisoners  after  this,  he 
noticed  that  there  was  blood  on  the  floor  of  the  house  where  the 
Europeans  had  lived. 


Prosecution  Dociyient  Nq.  524c  is  a  record  of  interrogation  of 
David  hurdcckTo  Cilbertese.  I  tender  it  for  identification  and 
the  marked  excerpts  in  evidence . 


Lurdoch  was  on  Ocean  Island  up  to  July,  1943 •  There  were  six 
Europeans  on  the  island.  They  were  beaten  and  starved  by  the 
Japanese.  Two  of  the  Europeans  had  '•'ied  by  July,  1943*  The 
Japs  beheaded  three  natives  for  stealing  early  in  1943,  Later 
the  same  year  the  Japanese  erected  an  electric  wire  around 
Ooma  Foint.  Three  natives  were  told  to  rece  to  the  wire.  As 
the  natives  touched  the  wire  they  were  killed  by  electocution. 


Prosecution  Document  iio.  524?  is  record  of  interrogation  of 
KABUL ALE  a  native  of  NIKUnAU  ISLAND,  I  tender  it  for  identif icati< 
end  the  marked  excerpts  in  evidence. 


Kabunare  states  that  all  Europeans  on  Ocean  Island  died  or  were 
killed.  There  were  about  100  natives  on  the  island  when  the  war 
ended.  The  Japanese  formed  ther  into  sections  and  marched  them 
away.  The  hands  of  the  natives  of  K/EtJl'iALE' £  section  were  tied. 
They  were  lined  up  on  the  edge  of  a  cliff  and  tne  Japs  opened 
fire.  K/EUiAi.E  recovered  consciousness  in  the  sea.  There  were 
a  lot  of  dead  bodies  around  him.  He  hid  in  a  cave.  Later  the 
Japanese  towed  the  deed  bodies  out  to  sea.  KAEUNAi.E  remained 
hidden  until  2nd.  December,  1945,  when  he  first  learnt  that  the 
Allies  were  in  occupation  of  the  J si end. 


Prosecution  Document  no.  9247  is  a  record  of  interrogation  of 
Lieutenant  Sakata,  Jiro  of  0]  Garrison  negiment.  I  tender  it 
for  identification  and  the  marked  excerpts  in  evidence. 


Sakata  says  that  in  October,  1944,  the  natives  on  the  island,  abouJ 
100,  were* rounded  up  and  killed  by  the  Japanese. 
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is  a  statement  by  Chief  Petty
